TERRIFIC STORM,

PROVIDENCE, B. I., March 19.—This city 


was visited by a very disastrous fire early 
this morning, destroying one beautiful 
building and causing a loss approximated 
at $250,000. 


It was 4 o'clock this morning when fire 


broke out in Masonic temple, and for five 
hours it burned andjwas gotten under con- 
trol only with great difficulty as it spread 
to adjoining buildings. 


The temple is a five-story brick building 


and not only was it gutted but two build- 
ings were crushed by the falling walls. 


The fire started in the boiler room and 


swept up through tbe elevator. The flames 
spread w ith great rapidity. A policeman 
discovered the fire but before the force 
could respond the interior was one mass 
of flames. 


In the temple building were Condon & 


Wilbur,wholesale boot and shoo men, loss 
1115,000; 
Bosworth 
Bros., dealers in 


woolens, loss flO.OUO. 


In the building crushed were J. H.Astle, 


sheet Iron worker, H. A. Drummond, 
steam laundry; Smith & Bros., plumbing. 
After the walls fell the firemen reached 
the center of the building and tbe flames 
were soon controlled. No one was Injured. 


The masons loss was abont $120,000.

THE SENATE AGAIN TODAY IS 


DISCUSSINU THE CUBAN 


SITUATION IN THE OLD 


DO-NOTHIKG STYLE. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript] 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—The ship Ber- 


muda carrying aid to the Cubans is to be 
captured by the United States govern- 
ment at this late hour if possible. Sur- 
prising orders have come from the secre- 
tary of the treasury today and as late as 
they are surprising. 


The secretary of the treasury has today 


sent telegrams to all the coast customs 
collectors ordering a seizure of the filibus- 
tering steamer Bermuda. 


The telegram reads: "It is rep orted that 


the filibustering expedition to Cuba has 
been trransferred from the steamer At- 
lantic City to the steamer Bermuda, whien 
is said to carry Feneral Garcia and follow- 
ers. If title 67 is violated seize within 
your jurisdiction." 


This dispatch means that the govern- 


ment at 'Washington has information that 
the Cuban sympathizers who left New 
York on board the Atlantic City were 
transferred on the water to the Bermuda, 
which carries the arms, and this course 
violates the law, whereas if the two ships 
had proceeded, one with the men, the 
other with the arms, no law would ba 
broken. 


The Bermuda now has thirty hours start 


and it is not expected it can be overtaken. 
Only Spanish cruisers in Cuban waters 
can prevent her landing safely on the is- 
land. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—The Cuban 


question was up again today. 
Senator 


Stewart spoke of the inefectual attempt 
of 125,000 Spanish soldiers to put down 
the uprising. He said that the greed of 
Spanish bond holders was at the bottom 
of the matter. American people are filled 
with sympathy for Cuba, yet senators 
quibbled over the report as to facts. 
"Let us pass the joint resolutions," said 
Mr. Stewart, "and throw the responsi- 
bility of thwarting the Session on the 
president." 


Senator Gray thought in every question 


that gravity and delicacy of words meant 
much. Caution should be exercised in 
favor of the original resolutions, He pre- 
cipitated a controversy when he asserted 
the war was caused by Spain's failure to 
carry out the promises made to Cuba at 
the close of the former rebellion. Senator 
Flattof Connecticut said the assertion 
was frequently made that no evidance was 
given. He asked the foreign relations 
committee if it were true. 


Senator Hale insisted that Spain bad 


carried out every promise of importance. 
He said he spoke with feeling, because he 
was laboring under a sense of indignation 
at the suppression of facts from the public 
by the committee.

PLAN FOR A SEWER. 


One Drawn by the City Engineer Will 


Probably be Accepted. 


City Engineer Emigh has drawn plans 


for the proposed sewer, which, if accepted 
will extend from Eagle street near the 
bridge to Marshall street, along the south 
bank of the river. The sewer will be for 
the use of residents who live within 100 
yards of the river and who have been un- 
able to use the main sewers, owing to the 
slope of the land at the foot of Holden, 
Lincoln, Elm arid Marshall street. 
After 


a careful survey of tho land Mr Emigh has 
drawn a plaii and it will probably be sub- 
mitted to the board of public works at the 
meeting tomorrow. 


According to the. plan there will be 


about 1900 (eet of sewer uith whicli over 
100 tenements will be connected. The line 
commencing on Eagle street runs down 
Potter place to Luther stie 't, in the rear 
of Beer & Dowlin's block. Continuing, it 
meets Lincoln street, nearly opposite 
Grant street, and runs down Lincoln bti eet 
to Sperry avenue. Going along Sperry 
avenus, it crosses Holdcn street and con- 
tinues along the south side of W. G. Cndy 
& Co'a shoe factory. The line is carried 
across the river .'rom their property and 
joins tbe main sewer at the -man-hole near 
the corner of Brooklyn aad Uiver street!! 


This sewer will do away with tUe nei-e^- 


sity.of emptying rcfu>e into the river be- 
tween the Eagle street bridge and the 
Marshall street bridge. The line, if ac- 
cepted as the plans are drawn, will extend 
over what would be strictly called private 
property lor less than 100 feet.

I at all. If six of these men had voted 
| against license we should have had no so- 


] loons here, less drunkenness, and fewer 


homes made miserable through intemper- 
ance, Those who did not vote on license 
last year have a grand chance to say for 
some homes, where any inmate may have 
the unfortunate habit of frequenting the 
saloons, that such temptation shall not be 
allowed here this year. Such action at 
least means many more comforts for the 
women and children, the dependent ones, 
in these homes. 


Of course the direct responsibility for 


the suffering which iollows intemperance 
rests with the drinkers themselves, and 
yet they are often bound by this habit, 
from which'they would gladly be freed, 
and in the end would be thankful if the 
temptation was removed. 


I append some facts on the voting for 


three years.: In 1893 tuere wa1) a majority 
of 85 for no-license. In 18D4 the majority 
against license was US, and in 1893 the 
town voted for license by a majority of 5. 
The number of voters who did not vote on 
this question at all was 151 in 1893,—H2 in 
1894,—and 209 in 1895. Have we any rea- 
son to expect that those with strong li- 
cense sentiments will fail to vote?

Alcoholism and Its Effects. 


Charles Thibault, one of the most fore- 


most lawyers of Canada, aid well-known 
in the United States, addressed a large 
audience at the church of Notre Dame 
Wednesday evening on "Alcoholism and 
its Effects," 
Rev. Fr. Triganne is not 


working with the no-license agitators this 
year and this lecture was arranged by him 
to create a temperance spirit among his 
people. 


Fr. Thibault explained first the nature 


of alcohol; its poisonous effects on the 
bady when absorbed; its demoralizing in- 
fluence; and tao disaster it causes to the 
system; "showing" in two words, "that 
man was barn to work for himself, for his 
family ancl for the country." The speaker 
po nted out forcibly the consequences of 


alcoholism which prevents a man accom- 
plishing his duty. 


Taking it from another point of view, 


Mr Thibault proved that the habitual 
drunkard or the alcoholized man is a sui- 
cide and a murderer. He being saturated 
or soaked with alcohol, perpetrates and 
infuses the morbid germ into the veins of 
his own children and sometimes to the 
third and even fourth generations. So 
alcohol is a murderer. 


Alcoholism leads to insanity. Eighteen 


in every 100 of the Inmates of the asylums 
are there through the abuse of strong liq- 
uors. What a crime! Destroying the in- 
telligence given to man by God! The 
drunkard being unable to support himself 
is a burden to the state. After searches 
made by Professor Tellman In Germany 
he discovered that a woman called Ada 
Gurke, born in 1740 and died about the 
beginning of the present century, lived a 
vagrant and an atheist. Her posterity in- 
cludes 834 individuals; 707 of them were 
traced by the professor; 106 were born 
illegitimately; 142 were beggars; 64 were 
pensioners of the poorhouses; 181 were 
common prostitutes; 76 were condemned 
for crimes; 7 for murder; so that after 75 
years this family of drunkards has cost the 
state five millions of marcs or about 
$2,175,000. 


The costs of trials of drunkards to the 


various cities during one year, were: 
San Francisco, $19,500; Boston, f 12,227; 
New York, $27,229. 


In England they spent annually about 


$350,000,000 for bread, 
butter, sugar, 


etc.; 
for 
house 
rent, 
fuel 
and 


clothing, $1,110,000,000 and for liquors, 
$889,000,000. The United States distilleries 
have produced 117,728,180 gallons of alco- 
hol or 2 1-3 gallons for each person of the 
entire population. Our annual expendi- 
tures for bread in the United States are 
£60T>,flOO,OM>; and for meat, f303,000,000, and 
for liquors, 900,000,COO. After giving these 
statistics, the speaker who is a distin- 
guished economist, showed the relations 
between labor and capital in connection 
with the liquor question. The question 
of patriotism was also treated upon in re- 
lation to the same social vice.

Vote on the ResolutlonaWill Prob- 


ably Be Taken To-morrow. 


COUS1SS' NOTED ORATORICAL EFFORT 


Received an Oration at the Close of His 


Address—The Ambassador Denounced 


and Defended In Several Speeches 


—Aff»lrB la the Senate. 


Washington, March 10.—The resolu- 


tions censuring Ambassador Bayard 
for his speeches in Edinburgh and 
Boston, Eng., will occupy the attention 
of the house to-day, but n vote is not 
likely to be reached until to-morrow. 
The speaker's list of applicants for 
recognition to speak on thp subject to- 
day and to-morrow already includes 
the names of Taft, rep., Ohio; New- 
lands, pop., Nev.; Poarson, rep., N. C.; 
McCall and Barrett, reps., Mass., Wil- 
son, rep., Ohio; Willis, Del., whose 
constituent Ambassador Bayard is; 
Fairchild, rep., N. Y.; Muhan, rep., 
Pa.; Tucker, dem., Va.; Turner, dem., 
Ga., 
and Bailey, dem., Tex. The an- 


nouncement that the resolutions would 
be the special order failed to attract to 
the hall any unusual attendance, and 
thereby the absentees deprived them- 
selves of the pleasure of listening to 
the most noted oratorical effort of this 
session—the speech of Mr. Cousins, 
rep., la., in support of the resolutions. 
When Mr. Ilitt called up the Bayard 
resolutions about half the members of 
the house were in their scats, while the 
public galleries were only comfortably 
filled. 


Bayard Denounced and Defended. 


Mr. Hitt was not in good condition, 


physically, and after a few minutes, 
his voice gave out and he was com- 
pelled to clone. In conclusion he ex- 
pressed the hope that the resolutions 
would be adopted, saying that such 
speeches as those made by Mr. Bayard 
destroyed the respect which an ambas- 
sador ought to command, diminished 
his usefulness and was a wrong to the 
people he represented. Messrs. Me- 
Creary, dem., Ky., and Dinsmore, dem., 
Ark., in speeches of more than an 
hour's length each, defended the am- 
bassador and opposed the passage of 
the resolutions. 
Mr. Draper, rep,, 


Mass., a member of the committee on 
foreign affairs, deplored the severity 
of language in the resolutions of cen- 
sure, and in accordance with his views 
of the duty of the house, gave notice 
that he would ask separate votes upon 
the two resolutions. 
Mr. Cousin's 


speech, advocating the adoption of the 
committee's report was by turns sar- 
castic and eloquent, filled with criti- 
cisms of Mr. Bayard and glowing with 
pictures of the greatness and glory of 
the country and of the individual 
under the system of protection which 
the ambassador had denounced. 
He 


spoke for nearly an hour, commanding 
throughout the attention of all hearers 
to a marked degree, and at the close 
was given an ovation that lasted several 
minutes. 


> umber of Private Bills Passed. 


A number of private bills were 


passed, the only one of public import- 
ance being a senate joint resolution 
instructing the secretary of war to 
transmit an estimate of the cost of 
deepening the channel from Hampton 
roads to the Norfolk navy yard. The 
report of elections committee No. t 
confirming Mr, Rusk, dem., in bjs seat 
as representative from tne Third Mary- 
land district was received and adopted. 


In the Senate. 


The feature of the proceedings in the 


senate was a short debate upon a joint 
resolution directing the secretary of 
the interior to execute the law for 
opening to settlement some two million 
acres of land in the eastern part of 
Utah which have been part of the Un- 
compahffre Indian reservation. Severe 
strictures upon the secretary of tha in- 
terior for his attempt to nullify the 
act of congress were made by Senators 
Cannon, rep., Utah, Wolcott, rep., Col., 
and Vest, clem.. Mo. The latter in- 
veighed with much vehemence against 
the secretary, declaring that the time 
had been when the head of a depart- 
ment would have to answer at the bar 
of the senate for such an attempt to 
trample upon the legislative branch of 
tho government. 
Mr Vest also caused 


much ainusomcnt by his witty and 
caustic criticism of President Cleve- 
land's recent speech before the Home 
Missionary bociety in New York. The 
Dupont election case was taken up and 
Mr. Thurston. rep., Neb., made a three 
hours' speech in advocacy of Mr. Du- 
pont s right to the seat. The senate 
passed numerous bills unobjected to. 


THE RITTON EXPLOSIONS. 


Crowds Surround the 
Sce^e of 
the 


Powdor Mill Disaster, 


Poujrhkeepsie, N. Y., March 19.— 


Crowds of curiosity-seekers as well as 
friends of the deceased this morning 
surround the scene of yesterday's dis- 
aster at the powder mills in Ilifton in 
which five men were killed. The bodies 
of the dead men were blown to pieces, 
shreds of their flebh being found in 
tr^es more than a mile distant. It now 
develops that there were two expio- 
bions, the first in the drying room, im- 
mediately followed by one in the corn- 
ing 
room. 
The 
explosions 
shook 


buildings in Kingston, six miles away, 
an>l windows for miles around were 
broken. The Rifton mills have been 
destroyed by explosions several times 
within a score of years, and on each 
occasion men were killed. On January 
6, 1S94, 
the glazing mill blew up and 


three men were killed. 


CHUNG SING FAT TO TESTIFY. 
lie May Enter the Country To Prosecute 


the Map Who Robbed Him, 


Washington, March 19.—The treas- 


ury department has directed that 
Chung Sinjr Fat, a Chinaman, may re- 
enter the United States at Boston. In 
1891, 
.Too Tye, a Chinaman, stole a sum 


of money from Mr. Fat, who pursued 
him out of the United States. Since then 
Tye has been arrested and the testi- 
mony of Mr. Fat is necessary for con- 
viction of Tye. The law of 1888 inter- 
poses to prevent Pat's re-entrance, but 
under a ruling of Attorney General 
Harmon he permits Fat's return for 
the furtherance of the cause of justice 
on condition that he be deported after 
be testifies in the case.

IT WILL BE REPORTED TO-MORROW 


United States Guarantees the 1'rlnclpal 


and Interest on •100,000,000 of Bonds 


To Be Issued by the Company. 


Other Provisions. 


Washington, March 19.—The suV 


committee of the house commerce com* 
mittee, which has been engaged for 
several weeks in tho preparation of a 
Nicaragua canal bill, finished its labors 
yesterday and will report to the full 
committee to-morrow. The bill agreed 
upon is substantially the Mahon bill 
with certain amendments. It provides 
for a reorganization of the Maritime 
Canal 
company. 
It 
permits 
th* 


company 
to 
issue 
bonds 
to 


the 
amount 
of 
$100,000,000, 
of 


which seven millions shall be held by 
the company to reimburse it for the 
monies actually expended in Nicaragua 
for the franchise. 
The United States 


guarantees the principal and interest 
of the bonds, which latter shall be 
sold as needed to complete the water- 
way. The United States is protected 
in its liabilities by an issue of 1100,000,- 
000 of stock which is to be the soU 
property of the government and which 
is to be deposited in the United States 
treasury at Washington. Ten of the 
fifteen directors shall represent the 
government, the remaining five repre- 
senting the company and the republics 
of Nicaragua and Costa Rica. The bill 
requires the company to call in and 
cancel all its outstanding obligations 
except the bonds issued to the two re- 
publics which aggregate four millions 
and two millions each, and which, un- 
der the new bill, they will be permit- 
ted to retain. 
All the bonds will bear 


interest at 3 per cent, per annum, the 
net earnings of the canal to be placed 
in the sinking fund for their extin- 
guishment from time to time. 
Addi- 


tional security is given to the govern- 
ment by a first mortgage on the canal. 
The work will be constructed under 
the supervision of the war department. 
The bill reserves the right to the gov- 
ernment to purchase at its pleasure the 
$7,000,000 of bonds held by the cor- 
poration. 
A hearing will be given by 


the committee to ex-senator Warner 
Miller of New York to-morrow. 


TO AID THE ARMENIANS. 


National Keller Committee Sends 910,000 


by Cable to Constantinople* 


New 
York, 
March 19.—Spencer 


Track, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the National Relief commit- 
tee, has given out the following: "Tha 
International Armenian Relief commit- 
tee at Constantinople has cabled th* 
following: 'All our available funds ex- 
hausted. Thirteen distributing cen- 
ters calling for help. People perishing. 
What shall we answer?' In reply the 
National Armenian Jlalief committee 
has forwarded by cable 110,000. The 
needs and facilities for immediate and 
safe distribution are greater now than 
ever. Every dollar goes to the sur- 
vivors of the massacres, whose supplies 
are exhausted, and who are weakened 
by starvation, exposure and sickness. 
Thousands of them will perish unless 
foreign aid is continued until the new 
crops."

individual score—20 points—and will 
be the college gymnast for the coming 
year.

tfiG BATTLE IS CUBA 


Government Column Surrounded 


by XnaurarentB Under Maoeo. 


THE LOSSES REPORTED AS HEAVY 


One Acoount Gaya Many Spaniards Were 


Killed and the Column 1'ut To rlicht. 


Report Via Madrid 6ay« the 


Rebels Were the liosars. 


Havana, March 19.—News has been 


received here of an important battle 
which was fought on Monday in the 
vicinity of Candelaria in the province 
of Pinar del lUo. 
Tho government 


troops were unable to drive the insur- 
gents back and retired from 
their 


position with considerable loss. The 
Spanish forces were commanded by 
Gen. Linares and Cols. Inclan and Her- 
nandez, and the rebels by Macco and 
Handera. Tho fight was begun on a 
line parallel with the roadway. The 
Spanish 'forces deployed, the Tarifa 
battalion, a section of the Victoria 
cavalry and a detachment of artillery 
forming the vanguard, and opening 
fire upon the enemy. The rebels re- 
turned this fire and at the same time 
made an attack upon the rear guard 
of tho Spaniards, 
completely 
en- 


circling their 
column. Having en- 


tirely surrounded the 
government 


troops, the insurgents advanced upon 
the artillerymen with machetes. The 
latter made a vigorous resistance, using 
muskets and grenades with such ef- 
fect as to check for a time the enemy's 
advance, but with reinforcements a 
second charge was made by the insur- 
gents and a hand to hand engagement 
ensued. The battle terminated with a 
bayonet charge. After a hot fight, 
lasting two hours, the Spaniards were 
defeated, losing many killed 
and 


wounded. It was the intention of the 
enemy to prevent Col. Inclan from pro- 
ceeding to Candelaria, 
Gen. Linares 


arrived at Candelaria an hour after the 
conclusion of the engagement, whbn 
he reported his share in the battle. 
Heliographio communication was in- 
terrupted yesterday, The rebels have 
burned all but fifteen houses in San 
Antonio de las Vegas, In the province 
of Havana. 


Bar* the Kebels Were Defeated. 


Madrid, March 19.—A special dis- 


patch to the Imparcial from Havana 
Bays the fight near Candelaria, in the 
western province, was the most severe 
that has taken place for some time, 
The insurgents, four thousand strong, 
made a dashing attack upon the Span- 
ish artillery, completely surrounding 
them and maintaining* their positions 
until their lines were broken by vol- 
leys of grape shot. They were eventu- 
ally dislodged at the point of the bayo- 
net. The rebels, who were commanded 
by Mueeo, suffered severe losses. The 
government troops lost eleven killed 
and sixty-two wounded. Spanish troops 
are pursuing the rebels. 


SENSATIONAL INCIDENT. 


New Jersey Legislator's Desk Opened and 


a II111 Taken Therefrom. 


Trenton, March IB.—In the house 


yesterday afternoon Mr. Tice of the 
committee on railroads and canals of- 
fored a resolution, which was adopted, 
to the effect that the members of the 
committee be allowed to take from the 
locked desk of Mr. Lower, chairman of 
the committee, senate bill 151 and re- 
port the same favorably to the house. 
The bill consents to the lease of tho 
New York & Greenwood Lake railway 
to the Erie railway, and Mr. Tice said 
that at a meeting of the committee it 
was agreed to so support the bill 
Chairman Lower, he said, promised to 
submit the report, but failed to do so. 
He further said he knew of no good or 
sufficient reason why the chairman 
was absent (this in reply to a query of 
Leader Robertson). "I understand," 
he said, "that the chairman has left 
the city." The speaker directed Cus- 
todian Bonnall to open. Mr. Lower's 
desk. This was done and tho bill was 
handed over to Mr. Tice, who reported 
it immediately. The incident was of a 
sensational nature and gave rise to 
good deal of gossip concerning Mr. 
Lower'a action. 


JONES WINS HIS SUIT.

The action was brought 
for 8100,000 damages for injuries sus- 
tained by Jones on June 4, 189."i, at the 
corner of Southern Boulevard

Third avenue, by the falling of a wire 
used to support the trolley of tho tln'.on 
Kailway company at that point. The 
wire struck Jones in the right eye, 
tearing it out, and injuring hii brain. 
In consequence he became partially 
paralyzed and has, it is said, been suf- 
fering with epasms over since.

There is no labor union in tho factory, 
as it always has been impossible to in- 
duce the employes to join any organi- 
zation, but the contributors to the re- 
lief fund say they will hold out as long 
as the girls wish them to do so. The 
finishers, who are all men, had been 
expected to go on a sympathetic strike 
in return for what the girU did for 
them on another occasion, but as a 
body the men have declined to take 
any action, though a number went out 
individually.
